By direction of the Democratic coun- 


ty committee, a Democratic county 
convention is hereby called to meet in 
the court house in Bedford on Tues- 
day, the 20th day of Aiigust, at one 
o'clock p. m., to place in nomination a 
county ticket and for such other pur- 
poses as may be properly before the con- 
vention, under rules of the party. 


Each election district in the county 


is entitled to one delegate for every 
fifty Democratic votes, or fractional 
part thereof, polled at the last presiden- 
tial election. 


The election of delegates to the coun- 


ty convention will be held in the sev- 
eral boroughs and townships at the 
usual places for holding elections on 
Saturday, the 17th day of August, ex- 
cept in South Woodbury township, 
v-hich will be held on Friday, the 16th, 
said elections to be open from two to 
six p. m. It is the duty of the mem- 
ber of the county committee residing 
in each election district to appoint 
three Democrats, to be sworn or affirm- 
ed according to law, to hold the election 
in his district and to see that the elec- 
tion is properly conducted. The elec- 
tion officers can swear themselves as 
election boards are usually sworn. 


Democrats are asked to give careful 


attention to the selection of an active, 
energetic and influential Democrat in 
each election district to serve for one 
year as member of the Democratic 
county committee.

HARKISEUEO, July 30.—The capital 


is finally rid of the smallpox, the past 
house being disinfected last week after 
having cared for one hundred and six- 
teen patients, none of whom died and 
none of whom were even badly scarred 
by the dread disease. The city was 
also relieved of the legislature a month 
ago, 
though many of its members 


didn't escape so easily as the victims 
of the smallpox. Some of them left 
with th"ir reputations badly scarred 
by the fires of corruption and even 
their souls seared with the crime of 
perjury.

Long's order for a court of inquiry into

The court has no authority to punish, 
yet the order convening it directs that 
it shall render an opinion and make rec- 
ommendations, after hearing all the 
evidence. The make-up of the court is 
beyond criticism. Admiral Dewey and 
Rear-Admirals Kimberley andBenham 
have never been connected even in 
the slightest way with the clique 
which has done so many underhanded 
things to injure the reputation of Ad- 
miral Sshley, nor has Captain Lamly, 
judge advocate general ot the navy, 
who will serve as judge advocate of 
the court.

the appointment of a board of inquiry. 
Maelay, whose last volume of the 
history of the navy has been barred 
from Annapolis, instead of giving a 
truthful and unbiased account of the 
achievements of Uncle Sam's seamen, 
described the actual commander of the 
fleet which won one of the greatest 
victories ever recorded in the annals 
of history as a falsifier, a coward and 
a caitiff.

Up English Courts, 


SOME COMMON 
TERMS 


That Proved To Ite Too Profound For the 


Intelligence of the Le«rnr<l Bench 


and Bar. 


In a 01*0 thnt cniri' before a famous 


lord j'.'-nk-i' si mi' lime :;i« the counsel 
fur th'> prowuiion in thu evidence had 
to mvntion a "blouse." 


Thi> judge nsk"d what a bionse was, 


and it was explained that this was part 
of a lady's dress. But the ca?e came to 
a (lead stop for the time, for the judge 
did not know which pa it, and after 
some hesitation the barrister admitted 
that he wasn't sure. Several learned 
brothers gave their opinion, some opin- 
ing a blouse was the -upper half of a 
lady's costume, while others insisted it 
must be the lower half. 
The entire 


court, filled with learned celebrities 
whose heads held all the laws of Brit- 
ain, from pitch and toss to manslaugh- 
ter, argued it out, but nobody was sure. 
The judge thought it was the lower 
half, but a junior barrister who had 
lately been married said he thought 
that'that half was called a skirt, hut 
did not feel certain. At length a lady 
was called, who set the court right. 


Another odd dilemma happened not 


long ago when in the Hobson "horse 
faking" case the word "fetlock" arose. 
A fetlock, as everybody knows, is the 
ankle of a hort.o. 
The court askeJ 


what it was, however, and the prose- 
cuting counsel was nonplused. 
The 


witnesses were out of court save one, 
and he knew nothing. 
The judge 


thought a fetlock was a sort of hind 
knee, others ise "hock," but one learn- 
ed brother was quite certain it was the 
lock of hair that hangs, over a horse's 
forehead. 
The defendant's solicitor 


opined it was that part of the harness 
which slips over the tail, the cropper, 
and another legal celebrity agreed with 
the judge. Finally the court had to call 
a stable groom to clear up the mystery. 


In a case that was settled some years 


since the recorder was brought up 
short by a phrase used by the counsel 
for defense, who spoke of a transaction 
concerning a pound of "blaeklead." 
This is a common and useful article, 
but the counsel on being asked to ex- 
plain its nature said it was a black 
substance used for boot polishing. The 
recorder thonsdit it was a mineral used 
In lead pencils, but another barrister 
asserted it to be a "tough kind of lend 
used for roofing houses." The case was 
brought to a standstill, and one lawyer, 
DiiMirpassrd in lpg.il knowledge, de- 
clared that blaeklead was a slang term 
for pig iron as produced in the north 
country. 
A fourth expounder of the 


law vaguely suggested it was the op- 
posite of white lead, and finally a do- 
mestic servant put the court right, and 
the assembly at last learned that it was 
used for blacking stoves. 


Another dilemma was produced a lit- 


tle while aso on the western circuit by 
the introduction of the words "dry 
nurse" in an address to the court. This 
bewildered the judge, who asked if a 
dry nurse was a nurse who dried ba- 
bies after they had been washed. That 
solution did not occur to the learned 
counsel, who, after some hesitation, 
said he thought it meant a nurse who 
was not addicted to drinking and there- 
fore most suitable to look after infants. 
Nobody seemed to know what the term 
really meant, though several more 
guesses were made, the last of them 
that' a dry nurse was one who could 
not amuse children. 


The court was again nonplused by a 


statement made that somebody con- 
cerned in the case supposed to suffer 
from melancholia was really "as jolly 
as a sandboy." 
The judge wanted to 


know what a sandboy was in order to 
form some idea as to the exact degree 
of jollity involved. The counsel could 
not tell him, though one suggested it 
was a boy who sanded the roads and 
the other thought it might be a lad 
building sand castles on the seashore. 
The whole couit stopped to discuss 
what a sandboy was and why he nas 
jolly, but they could not solve the prob- 
lem. 


It is hardly believable that anybody 


should not know what a "snaffle" is. 
but a London magistrate recently desir- 
ed to be informed, and nobody could 
tell him what a snaffle might be. A 
solicitor thought it was the same thing 
as the "curb." and the cleik had an 
idea it was a kind of cold in the head 
which horses caught, causing them to 
snuffle a good deal.—London Answers. 


A Famous Temple. 


The most masnifieent work of archi- 


tecture in the world is the Taj Mahal, 
!n Agra. Hindustan. It was erected by 
Shah Jehan to the memory of his fa- 
vorite queen. It is octagonal in form, 
of pure white marble, inlaid with jas- 
per, carnelian, turquoise, agate, ame- 
thysts and sapphires. The work took 
22.000 men 20 years to complete, and 
though there were free gifts and the 
labor was free the cost is estimated at 
$18,000,000.

YOUR WATCH, 


In laying aside a watch bo sure that 


it rests upon its case. 


A watch should be wound up every 


day at the same hour. 


Avoid putting it on a marble slab or 


near anything excessively cold. 


If suspended, the action of the bal- 


ance may cause oscillation, which will 
interfere with its going. 


A sudden change of temperature, con- 


tracting the metal may sometimes 
cause the mainspring to break. 


Tlie cold also coagulates the oil, nnd 


the pivots and wheels work less freely 
nnd affect the regularity of the time- 
keeping. 


To keep your watch clean take care 


that the case flts closely and see that 
the watch pocket Is kept free from 
fluff, which is so often given off by 
linings. 


Avoid sudden jars and falls, for even 


if it docs not seem to affect it at the 
moment, a watch will resent rough 
handling by becoming gradually "out 
of order" without apparent cause. 


How Bnnnnn Trees Grow. 


It is a peculiar fact that but one 


bunch of bananas grows on a tree. 
After the fruit has been cut the tree is 
then cut down to the ground, and from 
the stump another tree sprouts which 
bears another 
bunch the following 


year. The greatest trouble of farmers 
is to keep the farms clear of sprouts. 
They shoot up from the roots of the 
tree'for a radius of ten feet and grow 
like woods. 


As the fruit is cut from the trees it 


Is placed on the backs of little pack 
donkeys and transported in this way 
to the coast.

He 
declares that beef Uun through a ham- 
trarg steak grinder" is Just the proper 
eaper for the sunflsh\at Creve Creur 
lake. The tougher the beef the better, 
as It will cut in long strips like angle- 
worms. 


"When tbe sunflsh are biting right 


•mart, It Is about all that I can do to be 
kept In tbe shop," said Peiker. "I be- 
lieve me and the snnflsh are the most 
cheering things out. Do you know, I 
have noticed old time fishermen at 
Breese's lake wading around in the 
shallow water, where the sunflsh are 
found at spawning time, as carefully 
as if they were fishing for trout. Now, 
It is different with me when, I go out 
with my hamburg steak to feed the 
golden bellied beauties on. I just tie 
the line to each leg of my boots, take a 
little short rod In my hand and stride 
Into the water and go ahead. On ins 
bootleg lines I use red flies. Why, the 
sunflsh come up and get stuck on my 
fly hooks three or four at a time. That's 
the way to catch a mess of fish in a 
few hours.

Halns Have Fallen Over a Large Portion 


of IheCorn Belt 


The weather bureau's weekly sum- 


mary of crop conditions is as follows: 


Intense heat prevailed during the 


greater part of the week throughout 
tbe central valleys, but the tempera- 
tures during the last three days were 
more 
moderate. 
Good rains have 


fallen over a large part of the drought 


in the Mississippi and Upper Mis 


souri valleys, but drought conditions 
have become more serious in the Ohi 
valley and Tennessee, where the week 
has been rainless, except in a few lo 
calities. In the Atlantic coast district 
tbe weather conditions have been gen- 
erally favorable, except over portions 
of the Carolines and Virginia, where 
rain is now needed. The conditions 
were also favorable 
on the Pacific 


coast. 


Recent rains have improved late corn 


in portions of Nebraska, Kansas, Okla- 
homa and Missouri, but the early crop 
was practically ruined before the rains 
came. 
In Iowa the crop has sus- 


tained less injury than in the before 
mentioned states, and the rainfall has 
been copious and well distributed. In 
the great corn states east of the 
Mississippi river, except over northern 
Illinois, drought and excessive heat 
have continued with disastrous effects 
upon ecrn, which is now in a critical 
condition. In Michigan and generally 
throughout the Middle Atlantic states 
and New England the corn crop is m 
fine condition. 


Winter wheat harvest is general on 


the North Pacific 
coast with 
good 


yields. 


Harvesting of spring wheat is well 


advanced over the southern port'on of 
the spring wheat region and has begun 
in the southern Bed Eiver valley. Pi e- 
mature ripening has reduced the yield 
and quality of the crop over the south- 
ern portion of the spring wheat region, 
although the threshing returns show 
better yields in Iowa than were antic- 
ipated. In North Dakota and northern 
Minnesota the crop has sustained but 
little injury from heat. 


Oat harvest continues in the more 


northerly sections, having been delay- 
ed by rains in Michigan. 
Reports of 


premature ripening continue from the 
Upper Missouri valley. A light crop 
is indicated in the Middle Atlantic 
states.
